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ACTOR SULLIVAN LAUGHED AT. 

3"lie BoPjglHst JIfcts Hist First Critical 
Audience in New 1'ntk. 

New York, Sept. 2.— Hie threatened 
.assnult by .John L. Sullivan upon the 
drann was made yesterday afternoon at 
^Niblo's Garden, and was repeated in the 
evening. The pugilist played a part in 
tho now melodrama, " Honest Hearts and 
Willing Hands," and did it about as bad- 
ly as could have boon expected. The 
■niatineo audience was about half-sized, 
but at night ilio housu was crowded. 
Neither assemblage was disposed to con- 
aider tho prize-li«hter's noting seriously. 

Hot only did the parquet people .laugh 
at liim, but tho smallest boys in the 
gallery, away up beyond the reach of his 
lists, joined in tho ridicule. His. dram- 
atic season therefore, may depend 
for length on his abstinence from 
anger nc well as from alcohol. 
Ho got through his first day's 
work 06 an actor without stepping «uer 
the footlights and knocking out a disre- 
spectful audience, but signs of an infirm 
temper were discernible in him sewsral 
times, aud the city authorities are ad- 
vised to order a net spread, not for the 
safety of the man, but to protect those 
upon whom he might fall in his wrath. 

The role unacted by Sullivan in " Hon- 
est Hearts and Willing Hands" was not 
that of the bras hero, but uf the hero's 
brother aud assistant. His first dramatic 
duty was to help bring in a fragile lady, 
wlm was hurt and faint from a carnage 
accident. She seemed to feel bettor ami 
safer as soon as she was out of bis arms, 
while he, with nothing to haug on to, 
slouched a few stepa across the stage with 
a true Bowery lurch, audi as comedians 
are so fond of mimicking, and then stood 
.stock still with a fixed, meaningless face, 
suggesting paresis, and which may have 
com" of stage fright. 

Uf course he had no elocutionary skill 
whatever, but his voice was voluminous 
and not unpleasant. He stood still nearly 
all the time be was in sight. He. was al- 
together absent from the second act, but 
the third had him in a blacksmith shop 
with his arms bared to the biceps and 
his tremendous lists in full view. He 
undoubted one of thorn, covered his 
brow and most of his head easily with 
the broad palm, and while an expression 
that was almost human came into his I 
face, said hoarsely: "Let me think." 
Tho proposition struck tho audience as a | 
funny one, and the heartless laughter 
was loud and long. But Sullivan did not 
smile. John was falsely accused of mur- 
der, ami Tim compelled him, against Ins 
bravo inclination, to hide for a while. It 
was in this act that the pugilist did his 
best as a player. It was not very good, 
but i: was vigorous, and when the cur- 
tain fell there was almost a sincere re- 
call. In the fourth act he had a meeting 
with his .sweetheart, but the interview 
was only a dozen words long. His set-to 
with Lannon in the last act was the only 
natural thing ho did. 



A MURDEKKSS GARROTED. 

Horrible Sight Presented at the Rxecutiou of 
a Woman in Madrid Death by 
Strangulation. 

Madrid, Sept. 8. — Higlinia Balaquera, 
tho Spanish murderess, was garroted here 
for tho murder of Marchioness Valorat, 
tho widow of one of the wealthiest land- 
owners in Cuba. Uer death, which 
created a deep and lasting sensation 
throughout Spain, occurred on the night 
of July 1st, 1888, her maid Higiuia and 
Dolores A villa, a woman of bad repute, 
being the perpetrators. Tho latter was 
sentenced to seventeen years of penal 
servitude. The execution of Higiuia 
proved tho most revolting in Europe for 
years. The unfortunate woman took her 
place in tho seat of the horrible machine 
of death, and immediately the iron collar 
wai adjusted around her neck. The 
collar was secured to a stout upright post 
by means of an apparatus, which by a 
few turns of the thumb screw causes the 
hand of iron to instantaneously contract, 
thereby choking to death, .surely, if 
slowly. 

The unfortunate victim hardly had the 
collar bone set in place when tin: execu- 
tioner gave three rapid turns to the screw 
and his official act was completed. 

Among those nearest the scaffold the 
sounds emitted from the lips oi the 
woman were plainly heard. T!.e head 
moved from side to side and a well- 
defined movement, of the b dy continued 
for a short time afterward. Then the 
head fell slightly to one side and all was 
still. When the handkerchief covering 
her face was removed a cry of honor and 
disgust arose from the crowd. Women 
fainted away, children screamed and men 
stared aghast. Her face was hideously 
disfigured by strangulation in its most 
awful form, and her tongue was black 
and protruded from her purple lips. Fol 
ten hours the body remained exposed to 
tho public, and almost every inhibitan' 
of the city came to look at it. 

SMALL MUTINY IN JAMAICA. 

A Sergeant In the lirltish Army Ki-sists Ar- 
rest and In Killed. 

Halifax, N. S., Sept. X. — The sensa- 
tion of the hour in military circles here is 
the disclosure of the details of the recent 
mutiny in the first battalion West India 
regiment at .Jamaica, by which an exhi- 
bition of want of discipline and demorali- 
zation was made manifest in the regiment. 
The facts brought out slew that Ser- 
geant White, with a guard of ten men, 
had charge of a fort on Apostle's island, 
and had, it was complained, insulted the 
sergeant-major. Being charged with in- 
subordination, he rufusod' to submit. 
Captain Morris, with an escort, pro- 
ceeded to tho fori, to capture him, hut the 
men refused to make the arrest, on the 
ground thai they were afraid that White, 
wdio was armed with a Winchester rillo 
and fifty-six rounds of ammunition, would 
shoo 1 them. Capt. Morris passionately 
said he would go alone. White refused 
to submit, and Captain Morris obtained 
another detachment of armed men. w ho 
laid si. -go io tho fort. Ai dusk a large 
number of bullets were exchanged. White 
apparently receiving assistance from the 
men under him in the battery who by 
this time would appear to have become 



epen mutineers. Corporal Allen, of the 
party under Morris, was shot. 

Finally Sergeant White wa3 killed by a 
bullet from tho rillo of Sergeant-Major 
Hodgkinson, the man on whose aooount 
the White trouble originated. Tho ser- 
geant having fallen, no further resistance 
was made. A court-martial was hold, in 
tho cases of White's sympathizers, but its 
result has not yet transpired. White had 
claimed that ho had been overworked .and 
could got no redress. 

IN ONE BIG GRAVE- 

Burial or Fourteen Victims of the Spokane! 
Disaster. 

Spokane Falls, Sept. S. -It was defin- 
itely ascertained to-day that of the thirty- 
live men at work at the Northern I'aeiue 
yards Saturday night fifteen were killed, 
seven wounded and the four others mirac- 
ulously escaped injury. There were many 
eye-witnesses to the occurrence, and many 
versions of the story are ufloat. Nothing 
new has heen developed in regard to the 
cause of the explosion. At the inquest to- 
day u number of men wero examined and 
from the testimony given it seems that all 
the customary precautious were taken by 
the foreman engaged in charging the drilled 
holes with powder. Tho inquest is not yet 
finished and probably will not be concluded 
to-night. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. 
j". Hilt tier, of the Evangelical church, at 
Hull & Noble's undertaking parlors, this 

niorning at 1(1 o'clock. The n is were 

crowded and the solemn service most im- 
pressive. Outside, hundreds, unable to ob- 
tain .an entrance to the undertaking rooms, 
filled the street from sidewalk to sidewalk 
for tlte distance of a block, and through this, 
when the services ended, the funeral proces- 
sion passed. 

Two hearses and six large wagons, draped 
in black, were used to convey the dead to 
(ireciiu-ooti cemcteiy, and the procession 
was the longest of the kind ever Beeu in 
.Spokane. 

tin the arrival at the cemetery it was 
found that two trenches had been dug six- 
teen by eight feet, which was divided into 
fourteen spaces. Into these the Collins were 
lowered. The buritl service of the Presby- 
terian church wiu read, and the dead left to 
unbroken rest. 

Memorial services were held in the Swed- 
ish Lutheran chinch at H o'clock in the eve- 
ning, 

PORTLAND DOES BKTTEK THIS 
TIME. 

Second Census Count I'uls (in ami Mi'troii'dls 
Even Willi Mat tie. 

Foil i'i.an n, Sept. 8. Supervisor Moeeb | 
to-night received authority from the cen- 
sus office to give out for publication the 
returns of the census re-enumeration 
ordered for the city of Portland and Mult- 
nomah county. The total for the city 
and county, as returned by the cniunera- j 
tors, is 75,28", a gain of 14,200 over the 
former enumeration. Within the city 
limits there are 112,442, including East 
Portland. Within the county, outside of 
the city linii's, arc 12,815. 

This is a gain of about 24 per cent, 
over the population of the county by the 
Oregon eensus taken in. lime, the accu- 
racy of which the recount in Multnomah 
county was made to test. The same pro- 
portion of gain throughout the sta'o 
Would give Oregon a population of 375,- 
ODU, which is about what the vote at the 
June election led persons to expect. 

This re-enumerati' n was made under 
the eye of Special Agent Leland. of the 
census bureau at Washington City, and 
the result is fully approved bydiim. 

[ Portland has included in her limits all 
the suburbs. The city proper probably 
contained 45,000 people, or about the 
same number as the municipal district of 
Seattle.]

Frenchman, <>r Germans, or Spaniards, or 
Italians, but very many consider it quite 
a matter of coarse tu legislate against 
the Chinese. If tho legislature 
of this province, passed an Act placing 
American residents under disabilities of 
any kind different from those under 
which aliens of all nation,* tire placed, the 
Provincial Government would, in tho 
first place, receive a very severe snub 
from the Dominion Government, and the 
Act would bo summarily disallowed. If 
the Dominion Government were seized 
with a tit of temporary h.sanity and 
allowed the Act, the Imperial Govern- 
ment would soon bo board from ; and the 
Government at Washington would assume 
a tone which would convince the most, 
obtuse that it would not permit American 
citizens to bo ill-used in this country. 

This, as every one sees, would bo per- 
fectly right. Every Government is 
bound to see that those under it are well 
treated by other Governments. Let a 
British subject be ill-treated by the 
authorities of any nation unclor tho sun, 
and it will be seen how quickly he will 
demand the protection of his own (iovern- 
ment, and that protection will be ex- 
tended to him if it ctm bo bIhiwii that be 
has not forfeited his claim t" ii by violat- 
ing the laws of the land in which be 
resides. 

There is no law thai we know of which 
places the subjects of the limporur of 
China outside the comity of nations, or 
places them on a footing in any respoet 
different from tho subjects of any other 
sovereign or the citizens of any republic.

Sir John Macdoniild's reply tu the dele- 
gation from Xanaimo and Vancouver rela- 
tive to Chinese immigration will porhaps 
displease some persons in this province 
and disappoint others : but reflecting 
British Columbians must see that tho 
Premier could not honestly answer those 
delegates in any other way than he did. 
All intelligent men know that the ad- 
mission of Chinese into this province is 
not a British Columbia question or 
Ih. million question, but an Imper 

question. It is a question that closely 

concerns Great Britain's intercourse with 
a foreign slate. 

The Empire of Great Britaiu and not 
British Columbia will bo held account- 
able for any insult or indignity or what 

may be considered an insult orindiguity — 

offered to the subjects of the Emperor of 

China by the Legislature of this pro ince 

or that of the Dominion of Canada. It 

is with Great Britain that treaties with 

China are made, and the honor of the 

whole Empire is pledged to have their 

provisions cirried out strictly and in good 

faith. As the Dominion of Canada is 

part of the British Empire, whatever is 

done in any of its provinces is considered 

by foreign governments as beiiiL,' done 

under the authority of the Govern- 

men'. of Great Britain. Those 

governments do not take any account of 

tho relations that exist between (Jreat that the United St* 
Britain and her dependencies. Those are 
matters which they must, arrange between 
themselves. What they have to do with 
is tho Central Government- -tho Imperial 
Government — which represents the whole 
Empire. Even tho Government of tho 
United States, which is us well acquainted 
with the polity of the British Empire us 
the British are themselves, officially ig- 
nores Canada in its diplomatic intercourse 
with Great Bri'ain. If our nearest neigh- 
bor, who is well acquainted with all our 
affairs, does this, what is to be expected of 
a nation a thousand miles distant whose 
people do not understand our language 
and who know very little indeed about 



the Chinaman as an immigrant, is com- 
pelled to look iqii n the subject of the 
treatment of the Chinese in Canadian 
territory as a public man, wh i is bound, 
in tho treatmeir accorded by his Govern 
inent to the subjects of foreign nations, 
to pay duo regard in the interests of the 
Empire, of which Canada is a very im- 
portant part. 

Those who crit ic so bis act adversely, 
iiinl who disapprove of thu principles 
which he enunciated, would do well to 
k try to put themselves in his place and 
' enquire how he could do as they wish 
without asserting the ci iinploto indepen- 
dence of the Dominion of ('ana'.'.,'..

no true freedom. In a country where thu 
•editors of newspapers and writers for Iho 
Press are subject to arrest and banish- 
ment without fair trial, liberty is nothing 
but a name. It is an abuse of language 
to call a government under which tyranny 
like this exists "a republic." Such a 
■country is not governed for the people or 
by the people. Vet such a government 
exists in what is known as the republic of 
Venezuela. In September last the Pres- 
ident of thai republic issued a decree, 
punished the editors of several news- 
papers with banishment for ha\ ing libelled 
riiiti and several other public function- 
aries. The editors and proprietors of 
these newspapers, tho decree says, "have 
been guilty of calumny against the Presi- 
dent of ilie Republic, and other high 
public, functionaries, in their character as 
mitsjist rates, as well as having calumniated 
the integrity of the President's house- 
bold."

I.N COLLISION WITH A BEiitf. 

The Steamer <ieiiri:u \V. Elder Meets with a 
.Serious Accident In Glacier Buy. 

At an early hour yesterday morning, the 
Alaskan steamer George W. Elder arrived 
at the Outer wharf, downward bound, on 
her last trip of tho season. As is usual ut 
this time of the year the news she brought 
was very limited : the most important con- 
cerned the steamer herself. While passing 
through Glacier Ray oil the clown tiipshe 
met, wilh an accident, the most disastrous 
of the season, which, had it not been for 
the prompt action of the officers and their 
knowledge of the coast, would have mount 
the loss of the ship. It was about 8:30 in 
the morning w hen the mishap occurred, the 
steamer being a t that time in the midst of 
small icebergs.

Altuost every one tries to bo economical at 
oiio time or another, but there nro very few 
people who economize wisely. Clothing is 
ono oC tho easiest things to be foolishly econ- 
omical about. This is particularly true about 
fchoes. Bhoesare essential to comfort, though 
perhaps not to happiness. A innn who 1ms 
tight shoes on, or whoso shoes wabble around 
on his feet, cannot bo really comfortable, 
neither can ho be comfortable if his shoes nro 
crooked or twisted, or do not look well. If 
ho has to wear tho same pair of shoes every 
day, they wear at the same places on his feet, 
nnil distract from his comfort. It is also bad 
business policy. 

Shoes cost from $1.25 up to fl-t a pair. 
Fourteen dollars is as much as any pair of 
ordinary walking shoes cost in New Vork 
City. Secaud-hand shoes can bo bought as 
low as 23 cents a pair. There is a wide mar- 
gin between these extreme-'. A mau who 
wants to li<! economical usually tmys neither 
one kind of shoes nor the other. Ho does 
not buy .*I4 shoes became tfc/iy cost too 
much; be does not buy second-hand shoes be- 
cause he does not like the idea cf having 
second-hand things. Usually ho yets mi imi- 
tation of tho best grade of shoes. This is tho 
most costly thing he ran do. A real $11 shoo 
will outwear two sS7 imitations of it. It will 
not outwear two $7 pair of shoes t hat are >'V 
pairs of shoes and do not pretend to lie any- 
thing olse.

Khoei worn 
twice u week will last for years, while a pair 
of shoes worn every day will not lost mora 
than a few months. When a man wears tho 
same pair of siloes every day th • strain 
comes on the same place on the siloes and 
the same p:irtsof his feet : the shoes get damp, 
and the tension is i i • • t relaxed except at 
night When a man step; into a mad pad- 
dle or gets Ins shoes rained on one day, tho 
leather ey the next day is not in a condition 
to he worn, while if the shoes were put away 
and let stand for a few day-, they would l>o 
all right nguin, and might even bo better for 
having been wet. Then tho style docs net 
change in shoes as in hats and clothes, bo 
there is no trouble in pre..' rving them indefin- 
itely. Two pairs of patent leather low shoos 
will do for summer wear lor live years if 
properly treated. Three pairs of walking 
shoeswill last for two years without needing 
hall soling. They will always look well, 
.only all the shoes must be bought at once and 
kept for s itne time before being worn. This 
is a little p lint in economy which will save 
any reader of this paper more than itseost.— 
New Vork Sun.
